FI FTY CARS'WUECKED. 

Frelnht Train Runs Away and the Men 
Aboard Miraculously Escape. 

Ai.ToNA, I'a., Dec. 21.— A freight train 
of thirty-one loaded cars, travelling 
down the mountain to this city last 
night, l;ecame unmanageable in conse- 
fjuenceof the slippery condition ol the 
tracks, made tho twelve miles from Gal- 
litin to Altona in as many minutes, and 
crashed into a freight train in the yard 
here, directly in front of the passenger 
Btiition. 

About fifty cars were completely bro- 
ken up, and the Hollisburg passenger 
train, which was standing on the track 

outside the passenger shed, was thrown 
over on its side. 

The engineer and fireman of the run- 
away train were helped from the cab of 
tliH wrecked locomotive, and both were 
able tu walk away. Their escape was 
alinoBt niiraculiiuB. t)ther trainmen 
were taken to the hoepital. One of 
lliem is said to be fatally injured.

Fall Riveb, Mass., Dec 21. — After an 
informal discussion lasting nearly all 
morning a formal meeting of the manu- 
facturers' committee was held thia alter- 
noon, and the answer to the operatives' 
proposition was fraineii. It rec'tea the 
conditions allecting the industry in Full 
River and the rtniaona lor the proposed 
reduction of wagep, and cincliidea as fol- 
lows : "Tlie committee of the manu- 
facturers feel that the situation is such 
that they must adhere to the deciaion 
that it is absolutely necessary to reduce 
wages in the Fall River mills ll^^^per 
cent., said redaction to go into eiTect on 
the 3rd day of January, 1898, as vot>d by 
the manufacturers at a ineetine held on 
the 8th day of December, 181)7," The 
sentiment among the operatives appears 
to be in favor of opposition.

siiya the United States should not be 
alanncd about n Klondyke famine. 
There is probably an ulterior motive be- 
hind the appropriation of ^200, 000 by 
cungresH for relief in Alaaka. Conureea 
knowH very well that tlie people said to 
he_ in ilanger are in Klondyke, in Can- 
adian territory, an<l the Canadian 
aiitlioritiea are ijuite able and willing to- 
take care of them. Any shortage of foodi 
up there will not occur, ii at all, until 
March or April, and the shortage even 
then would not apply to more than one- 
tenth of the population. Major Walsh 
will attend to these eflfectively in good 
time. There will be no food famine. At 
the same time no one can object to con- 
gress sending a relief expedition into 
their own territory, except to otf'er a re- 
mark that it looks very peculiar when 
there are very few persona on the Ameri- 
can side of the bomidary.

Tli« Videos E^ninea from ^'tbe Hainland 
Broiigbt Isto Complete SnbJecUon. 

The market hall was well filled last 
evening with ladies and gentlemen, 
where Profesaor Gleason demonstrated 
very forcibly his power over vicious 
horses. 

Before commencing the evening's en- 
tertainment the Professor gave a short 
address upon horse training, dwelling 
principally upon the fact of the number 
of people having remarked that his en- 
tertaiamentB were not fit for ladles to 
wituesa on account of the extreme 
cruelty to the animals which were 
brought to be broken in. 

At about 8 :-10 the first horse, the cele- 
brated Thunderbolt, wa^ brought in. 
Vpr^ous people have, during the last Sve 
years, attempted to tame thia anioial, 
but without Buccesa. The Profesaor, 
however, not only hitched the horse up 
and drove him around the arena, but 
gained such maatery over him that the 
aniaiai followed him round walked like 
an obedient poodle. 

A bay horse, also the property of Mr. 
Richardson of Weatminster, Thunder- 
bolt'a owner, was next brought in. He 
gave a very lively exhibition of kicking 
for ten minutes without cessation and 
then suddenly stopped and seemed to be 
trying to remember aomething he had 
forgotten. Tlie professor half tamed 
him last night, and says he will linish 
til" work before leaving Victoria. 

The liveliest animal of the lot was a 
black mare, owned by Mr. Richardson, 
who bought it from some Indians. 
Thia is a remarkably fine animal, 
but very wild, having already aeriously 
hurt two or three Indians who had es- 
sayed to break her in. Mr. Richardson 
bought the mare upon the pro- 
mise of FrofeesorGleason to break her in 
and though still a little wild the pro- 
fessor aaya lie will also tiniah this work 
beforg leaving the city. Thia mare and 
the bay horse made a pretty wild team 
to handle, but Gleason managed them 
splendidly, although before being sub- 
dued they broke the shaft of the wagon. 

Professor Gleason claims that he can 
completely subdue the wildest horse in 
thirty minutes, and in Vancouver, 
under a wager of $25. (X), he had the 
animal named broken iu in seventeen 
minutes. 

All the animals shown last night vvill 
be sold by auction at the market hail 
to-day at 2 o'clock. 

During the entertainment last even- 
ing the profesaor stated that, if a few 
citizena would club together and get a 
number of vicious horses, he would give 
another exhibition, charging a nominal 
fee and give the proceeds to the poor of 
tlie city. Tills announcement received 
the applause it well deserved. 

EIGHTY YRAR.S OLD. 

Bisliop CridRe ConKrutulatert on the Attain- 
ment ol a Ripe Old Age. 

To mark the completion of the eight- 
ieth year in the life of the venerable 
Bishop Cridge there was a little cere- 
mony ia the Rutorraed I^piacopal ecliool 
room last night to tender friendly con 
gratulatiouB and to present the aged 
bishop with a mark of the love and re 
epect by which he is regarded by people 
not only of his own church but of other 
denominations as well. The gathering 
was not at all formal and the proceedings 
were varied by some very pretty music 
by I the ladies mandolin club anil a Eong 
by Mr. Fred. Bicbardson. 

First eame the preeentation of 
an address by Rev. D. MacRae 
on behalf of the Minipterial As 
sociation, congratulating Bishop Cridge 
on h'lB SOth birthday, and wistiing liiiii 
health and happiiiees. The addrees re- 
ferred to the jeara during which 
Bishop Cridge had ininiatered in \'ic- 
toria with faithfulness, zeal li)ylty to tl 
truth and a broad catliohcily which en- 
deared him to members of otiier denoni 
inationaas '.veil as hi-i own congregutinn 
The address also tendered respec ful 
congratulations and good wishes to Mrs 
Cridge. 

Next came the reading of an address 
by Mr. Thornton Fell for the First Pres 
byterian church, of which the pastor, 
Rev. Dr. Campbell, was also present. 
The addrees, like the former one, breath 
ed hearty coneratalatione to the Bishop 
and Mrs. Cridge, and to it Mr. Fell add- 
ed his own personal good wishes. 

Senator Macdonald expressed the 
gratification felt to see the clergymen of 
other diMioiiiinat ions taking jiarl with 
the congreirat inn in the birthday ynoil 
wishea to iSinhnii Cridt;e. For lifly 
years Uisliop Criiiue hiid been in the 
ministry and furty-nvi) ot these years 
had heen spent in Victoria. All tlia 
time the speiiker had known liiin, am 
indeed so well were hia virtues known 
that it was nce<l luaa to flpeak at lengtti 
on his charity and goodness. 

On behalf of tlu; coiigrcL'ation and 
other frienila f^enalor Macdonald then 
presented liiehoi) Cridjiu with a purae 
(!ontaining nearly .i^dOO, and wished the 
liinhop and Mrs. Cridge would be spared 
for many more years ofbappinesa. He 
mentioned that Mr. William Duncan, 
the missionary at Metlakatla, had head 
ed the subecripliona witii .fJOO, and the 
Indians of >letlakntla hail prepared an 
addreSHto the IJisliop, hut owinj,' to sume 
delay in the mail it liad not n'rived. 

As the Senator liiiiaheil the and ionctf 
sang ,\ul(l l-,ang .Syne, and then liieliop 
Cridge with great feeling ex |)r(:fiai'd hie 
thanks for the good wiaheH that had heen 
ollered to him. While iiiuiasniiiingly 
disclaiming that ho was not worthy all 
the-iiigh praise heetowed on him, b« did 
wish to inijireaa upon everyone that he 
had always tried to act from principle, 
and he hoped wlien he was gone that it 
might be aaid of him that ho held fast in 
the confidence of bis hope, eteadfaat to 
the end. 

The doxology closed the little informal 
ceremony.

It will be remembered that a few 
years ago many districts in Cliina were 
Hooded, and thouaands of the inhabit- 
ants rendered almost destitute. The 
Kovernment came to the xeacue of the 
starving people and at the same time 
requested relief from the Chinese in dif- 
ferent parts of the world. 

The Chinese benevolent society of 
Victoria promptly opened a siibecription 
fund, and in a short time bad collected 
in the neighborhood of $2,000, which was 
forwarded to the viceroy of Canton. Tlie 
viceroy feeling that snch liberal re- 
sponse ou the part of the people here 
siiould ho recognized in some tangible 
and lasting form, has now forwarded to 
the president of the society here two 
presents — which, according to the cus- 
toms and constitution ^f the country, 
raise the successful winners of these 
much coveted gifts, to wliat is known in 
China as the " sixth rank," This is an 
equivalent, or at any rate a similar hon- 
or to that of knighthood in our coun- 
try, altbongh the qualificationa to be at- 
tained are in no manner the same. 

The government of China sends two 
papers containing blanks, in which the 
merchants who have been successful, in 
outbidding their opponents for honors, 
write their names, the names of their 
ancestors for three generations and other 
matters that would serve to trace their 
genealogy. These documents, with the 
money of the sale, if you will, are then 
returned to the government, wliich for- 
wards them to llie governor of the dis- 
trict in which aid was required. Ho 
signs the papers, and after paesing again 
through tlie hands of the government, 
they are returned to the men who have 
in this way won what is conaidered by 
them to be an exceedingly honorable 
title. 

Another version of how these marks of 
nobility have been bestowed is that as a 
reault of the Stormy times that have 
been raging in Cuba for the past two 
years, the Chinese of that island have 
suflered almost untold hardships and 
have been reduced to a frightful state of 
destitution, and the aubscriptions raised 
here were for the relief of the innocent 
snirerei s there. However it is quite cer- 
tain that much Buffering was alleviated 
and distreaa removed through the prompt 
and generous giving of the Chinese iner 
chants and others of their nationality in 
thia city, and for their timely and prac 
tical assiatance in this direction they are 
to he highly congratulated by their 
white brothers in every land. 

Here is the characteristic report of the 
conferring of tlie recent honors, as fur- 
nished by the Colonist's special China- 
town correspondent. Originality of con 
struction. it will be noted, ia one of hia 
strong points : 

" KuiiE Ming returned tlumk.s: Two 
vears a go the people of tlic province 
Kwong Tai has been sulFercd severe by the 
tfrrililc lluiid and the peopleof the province 
ari' almost starve to dfatli, unil so tlu' 
clMiii'si' {.'ovcrnment sent out sub.-icrii>lii)n 
liook til dilVerent places niu! one was rt-

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THE SEALING CLAIMS. 

The information printed in yesterday's 
Colonist to the tjfecl tliiit tlio seuliu); 
award would probably exceed $1,000,000 
waa very much more in keeping with the 
expectations of the Bealere than tiie 
$425,000 recommended by the Paris 
arbitrators and accepted by Canada. 
Tiiis latter amount did not include inter- 
est and damages, but only actual loases, 
and was agreed to only in consideration 
of its immediate jiayment. The lire- 
eaters in the United States Senate who 
prevented the payment of the $425,000 
have little to congratulate themselves on. 
This ia a case where be gives twice who 
does not give quickly. 

A REM ARK A BL E RE Q CES T. 

The people of Tacoma want the United 
States government to open the Yukon 
to miners' outfits free of duty, no mat- 
ter from what place they come. Prob- 
ably no such amazing request was ever 
made by the citizens of any country. 
That the Canadian i;overnmeut will en- 
tertain it fur a moment is not to be 
thought of; yet, aa the proposition has 
been seriously advanced, it may be con 
sidered seriously. 

The only reason alleged why this per 
miseion should be extended to foreigners 
is that United States citizens discovered 
and first exploited the Yukon mines. 
This the reason of a child. It is not 
true, but if it were there would bo no 
force in it. The Rold mines of the Yukon 
were discovered by Canadians. After 
wards there was a rush of miners from 
the United States, bnt even many of 
these were not United States citizens 
Be this as it may, the fact that they 
were permitted under Canadian laws to 
enter into poaEesaion of Canadian mines 
and take out the gold surely gives them 
no claim to any further concessions 
We know that one good turn deserves 
another ; but not in this sense. If 
any argument ia deducible from the 
fact that very many of the miners in the 
the Canadian Yukon are United States 
citizens, it la that havinij been so favored 
by the Canadian j;overnment they should 
show a desire to comply with Canadian 
laws and to deal with Oaaadinn mei- 
chants. If a law were passed taking away 
the right to locate miningclaims, now en- 
joyed by aliens, the whole argument in 
favor of allowing outfits from the United 
States to go in free of duty would fall to 
the ground. That argument is substan- 
tially that as United States uiti/.euH are 
■given the privilege of raining they shou 
be given theadditional privilege of buying 
their outfits elsewhere than in Canada 
without payiii",' duty. We think this ia 
an astonish inuly cool pro|)oaal. 

We concede that the situation presents 
some practical ditliciiltiee, but tlieso can 
doubtless be overcome if the two govern 
ments set down to discuss them in a 
practical way. It ia a very jiractical 
(luestion. Objection can be raised in 
theory to the transit of single miner's 
outfits across the atrip of land in the pos- 
eessiou of the United States at the 
head of l.ynn Canal. It niay bi 
aaid with a ebow of reason that it is 
not to bo thought of that the United 
States government can permit 
miacellaneouB lot of people to land at 
Skagway and Dyea with a uuacellaneous 
bjt of morchandi/.e and go where they 
like without customs eajiervision. Wo 
Icnow, however, that in practice the dif 
ficulty is not nearh' as great as it ap 
pears on the surface. It ia quite an easy 
matter, owing to the conformation of 
the surface of the country, to ensure 
that no goods, purporting to be en route 
to the Yukon as miners' outfits, are lolt 
in United StatcH territory. It ia not 
iioceeHary fur a customs house oMicer to 
c jnvoy every miner to the summit; hut 
it would be (luito easy so to watch the 
transit of goods that there would be 
practically no smuKgHng, and this with 
only a small expense to individunl 
miners. 

When it come3 to permitting ouliils 
intended for Alaslia to jiasH down the 
Yukon, a more diflicult question ariser. 
While there would be no inducement 
for H Canadian miner to use bis Can- 
adian oatflt while going over the passes, 
that ia, while he would not be likely to 
atop on the way and go to mining in the 
territory in poBeession of the United 
States, there would bo every induce- 
ment for a miner destined, really or 
only ostensibly for Alaska, to use 
hiB foreign outfit in Canada. He would, 
en route to Alaska, pass through the 
whole Canadian cold field, in the senao 
fiat he would sail by the mouths of all 
tae trlbatariea of the Yukon. It ia 



therefore very clear that individual 
miners could not be permitted to de- 
scend the Yukon with their outfits un- 
less under such supervision aa would 
prevent acugglin);. It is also very clear 
that the cost of a special ofllcer to accom* 
pany each miner would be eo great as 
not to be thought of, for no miner could 
afford to pay it. It would be far cheaper 
for him to buy Canadian goods and pay 
the United States customs duty. 

It ia suggested that until such time as 
transportation companies are prepared 
to put up a bond and take charge of 
goods in transit, the best course would 
be 10 require miners destined for Alaska 
by the Canadian route to pay the amount 
of the duty on their goods, and to take a 
receipt for the aame when the goods are 
entered at Lake Taglsb, which receipt 
would be cashed by a Canadian 
officer when the goods crossed the 
1-1 let meridian into Alaska. Then, 
if the goods were consumed i /i nmlc, 
or if the miner decided to remain in 
Canedian territory he would have paid 
the duty and no one would have any 
right to object ; while if he went directly 
through to his original destination he 
would get his money back again, and 
not be inconvenienced in the Blightest 
degree. It baa been suggested that the 
United States government should take 
the same cuurao in regard to goods in 
transit across the short narrow so-oSlled 
Alaskan strip; but aa we have aaid 
above, we think the character of the 
coiintry to be traversed ia such that a 
much easier ))lan could bo adopted there. 

Under any circumstances the whole 
thing is a practical matter to be settled 
by practical men who know the eitua- 
tion, and the idea of compromising it by 
the suggestion made by the Tacoma 
peo])le ia one that we think no self- 
respecting government would for a 
moment tolerate. Canada is not yet 
n ady to surrender her sovereignty over 
the Vukon, and the re(|uest reforied to 
would, if acted ujion, be eiiuivalent to 
that. 



No DouliT the whole of interior British 
Columbia will bo the scene of active 
prospecting next year. Everything 
points in that direction. Thousands of 
the intending Yukonera will not leave 
this province, but will do jnat aa well 
hero as if they went further north. This 
will mean very much for the whole pro- 
vince. No one part can have a monopoly 
of the prosperity that will rdEult from 
mining development.

PitEsicNT indications are that a num- 
ber of expeditions will go up the 
Stickeen river on the ice in the early 
part of the New Year. Thia will un- 
doubtedly be a favorite way of reaching 
the Yukon, and it has the advantage of 
taking the prospector directly into a re- 
gion where he can begin work at once, 
with every proajiect of rich (inds. Both 
the federal and i)rovinciai governments 
are interested in seeing that a good win- 
ter road is opened and kept open. Oar 
information is that the coat of doing this 
will not be excessive, and that unleea 
the remainder of the season is excep- 
tionally severe a good road can be main- 
tained over the snow. One advantage of 
this route is that there will be no vexa- 
tious customs delays, as the distance 
through territory claimed by the United 
States is short and, aa nearly everyone 
will go forward either in large com- 
panies or in charge of some transporta- 
tion concern, the escorting of their goods 
will be a very amall matter. ICarly in 
the spring work will be begun upon a 
wagon road, and there ia no reasonable 
doubt that some company will build a 
railway from the river to the lake 
next season. Interior British Colum- 
bia ia greatlv interesteil in this matter, 
because a trail for cattle will doubtless 
ba provided from Hazleton to Telegraph 
Creek. The early conatruction of the 
Cassiar Central railway, with the other 
projects on hand, will make such a trail 
imperative. Indeed we aee very good 
times ahead for the whole nortliern jiart 
of the province. The lucky people who 
hapi)en to jiick out tho right locations 
will make ))!enty of money in many 
other things besides mining. From pre- 
sent indications the distribution of popu- 
lation in this province will be very dif- 
ferent two years from now to what it is 
at present. 

TiiK most interesting report, yet aent 
out in connection with the alleged parti- 
tion of China, ia that whicli attributes 
to the Chinese government the intention 
to oiler to Great Hritain tho protectorate 
of the country drained by tho West river 
and the Yang-Tso. Thia is the ricliest 
and moat populous part of the empire, 
and baa the advantage from a firitisli 
point of view of abutting upon the Brit- 
ish possession in India. It may be re- 
called that one of the projects that re- 
ceived a great deal of attention not very 
long ago waa the Piiirmah-Yunniin rail- 
way. Thia, if constructed, would give 
India direct connection with tho great 
region drained by the two rivers above 
named, and would necessarily, in course 
of time, bo extended to the Yang-Tee. 
Already a number of British Indian ofii- 
cers liavo been located in the district, 
and it is understood that tlie wiiy iuiH 
been pretty well paved for a protectorate, 
or even annexation to India, if that 
should be thought desirable.

After hearing in the morning an un 
important'Caso against a Chinaman for 
an infraction of tlie health by-law, the 
libel case agaiuBt Senator Templeman, 
on the charge already published, waa 
taken up bv the magistrate. Premier 
Turner and Hon. C. E. Pooley were in 
attendance sliortly after the proceedings 
commenced. Senator Tem;)leauin and 
MessrB. Nicliol and Coltart were early 
on the scene, Mr, Bostock ueing tlie 
only one of the principala abEeiit. 

3Ir. Archer !\lartin was present on hp- 
lialf of .MeBbrs. Coltart and Nichols, Mr. 
F. H. (ircgory looked after the interests 
of Senator Teinpleuian, and 3Ir. R. Cas- 
sidy a))peared for tlio prosecution. The 
indictment charging Senator Temple- 
man with liaving published a defamatory 
libel affecting Premier Turner and Hon. 
C. E. Pooley was lirst read by the 
magistrate, Mr, Cassid}', wlio opened 
the case, wanted to know from counael 
for tbe defence if he admitted the 
publication of tbe Times newspaper by 
Senator Templeman. 

The answer was that Mr. Gregory was 
not aware that Mr. Templeman did pub- 
lish the Times. Along thia line the de- 
fence fought niainly all morning, and 
aubaeiiueut events and evidence bromjlit 
forward the allegation or admission that 
tlie Times is puldiBheii and edited by iio 
one in particular, the condition of ad'airs 
being, as Mr, Lenny of the statl' of t.hat 
paper expressed it, " peculiar." 

Mr. Gregory wante<l to know under 
what section of the Code the infuruia 
tion was laid and Mr. Casaiily replied 
that he hail evidently not read the iufor 
mation, and possibly he tiad better oh' 
tain the necessary information from hie 
partner, Mr. Martin, who waa acting for 
the other defendants, 

Mr. (jregory attempted to E>how that 
the inforaiation plea contained no alle- 
gation that the alleged libel was false. 
He would, he said, therefore give Mr. 
Casaidy a chance of amending it. 

The fact that tbe alleged libel wna de- 
fined aa defamatory Mr. Cassidy argued 
wug pufiiciont, and if the learned counsel 
for the defence kuew anything at all he 
diould know that. 

Mr. (iregory then referred Mr.Caesidy 
to a letter v.Titteii liy Mr. Caesiiiy to 3ir. 
Tein pieman , in which he stated that his 
cliiMJie were cDiiiiu',! iiitn court with the 
case for the purpose of vindicating their 
l>ublic aud la ivatu lionor. 

Coiisidcralile art:iiineiit followed as to 
whether the lelti'r in iiuestion should he 
put in, and it was iiiially decided that 
it should not be accepted as I'videnrc, 
Mr. Cassidy refusing to take the initi- 
ative in putting the epistle in, ami .Mr, 
Groifory being equally backward in tbe 
matter. The letter in <iiieBtion bears 
directly on the case, and la as follows :

Mr. Georpo Denny, reporter on ttie 
Times, was liret called as a witneea by 
Mr. Caaeidy, who aaked witness who the 
manager of the Times was and upon an 
objection being raised by Mr. Gregory 
amended the tiuestion. 

" Do you know who is the manager ol 
the Times?" 

Witness " presumed " that Mr. Tem- 
pleman was, but could not say of his 
own knowledge. He had never been at 
any meeting of directors at which 
Mr. Teni pieman was appointed. 

" Who acta as manager?" 

" Mr. Templeman." 

" Does Mr. Templeman write the arti- 
cles for that paper?" 

" I don't know if be does or does 
not." 

Hia Honor—" Do you know?" 

AVitnesa— " I don't." 

" Who does write the article)?" 

Mr. Gregory — " 1 object to that (juea- 
tion. iMr. Caasidy must specify the ar- 
ticles wliich have any bearing on the 
case." 

Mr. Caasidy was advised by His Hon- 
or to ask witness to say who the editor 
of the paper was, and when theciuestiou 
was put Mr. Denny said he couki not 
say who the editor was, as he did not 
know. Thie proved ratlier a staggerer 
for the prosecutiuf; counsel, who said ; 

" Vou mean to say you don't know 
who tlie editor is, because you don't 
know wlio the directors formally appoint- 
ed to that position? " 

Mr. (iregory at this juncluro inter- 
rupted and claimed that Mr. Cassidy 
was discrediting and cross-examining 
his own witness. 

Witness upon being asked who acted 
as editor, aaid tliat the Times was in 
rather a peculiar position at present in 
regard to this point. 

" We have an editorial writer," he 
said, " but I am not in a position to say 
whether or not yoi would call him an 
editor." 

" Who else have you on the stall' be- 
aides the editorial writer?" 
" Seven or eight oompositors." 

" Wlio else?" 

" A couple of reporters, a proof read- 
er, a telegraph editor and about fifty 
newajjoya." 

JMr. Caasidy then asked if there was 
not a manager and got a reply in the af- 
lirraative. 

In reply to the question as to who is 
the editorial writer, witness said that 
Mr. Thomas Graham occupied that posi- 
tion, and that Dr. Hathaway was proof- 
reader. 

Mr. Mclntyre, a book-keeper at the 
Times oflice, was next called. He 
thought that Mr. Templeman was the 

head of the Times iiaper, but was not 
sure. Witneaa did not reinouihor sell- 
ing a paper containing tlie alleged libel 
to anyone on the llith instant. 

Mr. Arthur Davey, a clerk in Mr. 
Cassidy's ofhce, testified to having pur- 
chased a copy of the Times of December 
11 on the 13th instant. He had marked 
the paper when he took it to the law 
oflice, nut Mr. Caasidy had since had ac- 
cess to the vault in wiiich it was put. 

The case was then closed for the pro- 
secution. 

The matter of the letter written by 
Mr. Casaidy to Mr. Templeman waa then 
again brousht up by Jar. Gregory, and 
the counsel for the prosecution declined 
to put it in as evidence. 

Considerable time was then taken up 
by Mr. Gregory for the defence, who 
claimed tliat no case had been made out 
by the ()roBecution. He read niuucrous 
extracts from Kn>;lisli papers witfi tlio 
idea of showiui! that tlie uUaged .il)el 
waa justifiable. Tiiis arguinont ua^Jover- 
ruled. At 1 o'clock the court a Ijourned 
f'jr lunclieon. Just prior to the ad- 
journment a passage occurred during 
which Mr. Caasidy accused Mr, Gregory 
of reading the extracts referred to for the 
purpose of making political capital for 
ills friends. The police court, he said, 
was being made a foruui f jr an attack 
upon his clients. 

Mr. Gregory intimated that the proee- 
cuting counsel was afraid, for hia clients' 
sake, of the articles being read, and Mr. 
Cassidy retorted that if he waa afraid of 
iiiiything in the case he would not be 
jireflfint at the hearing. 

The magistrrile, with consider ible 
enipliaHiF, ruled out tlio reading oi the 
extracts from ttie Times and other 
papere. An attempt on the pirt of Mr. 
Gregory to rend an interview with 
Premier Turner in the Coi.<'.vi>r, waa 
1.11'ially uiiauvjceesful . 

At the afternoon session Mr. Gregory 
opened tiv c iting a case which, he aaid, 
ahould ell'dCLually dispose of the charge 
against liia client. He endeavored to 
eiiow that Mr. Tenipleiiiau'a connection 
wiih the Times had not been clearly 
shown, and asked lor an acquittal. .\o 
witneasBR were called by the defence and 
Mr. Templeman refused to ofier any 
evidence. 

Ilia Honor, after briefly reviewing 
several points in the evidence, committed 
the defendant for trial at the first court 
of coiiipetent juiisdiclion. The defend- 
ant was asked to lurni-^h .^1,01)1) hail, 
••friOO hiniHclf and .■-•')l)0 in oiu; surety. Mr. 
(.icorge lliley np|)eart-d as the surety. 

The case against Metsra. Itostoi:!;, (J<d- 
tart and Nictiul was then taken u\t. Mr. 
Ciisaidy aaid that they had lii eii iinalde 
to aerve .Mr. IJiisluek, who was out of the 
city, and tlie ea^e as regards liiiii would 
have to stand over, Mr. .Martin, for th(! 
lietendants, asked that the case ugaiiidt 
Mr. Nichol nlao be allowed to stand over 
as hia client was oldiged to go East. Mr. 
CuBsidy agreeing, it waa decided to take 
up the case aj^uiust Mr. Coltart aloue at 
present, but counsel for the proeecutiou 
stated that aa soon as possible another 
information would bo laid again 
Messrs. Nichol and i!oatock. 

Only two witnesses were examined 
during the afternoon, the counsel de- 
voting most of the limo to legal argu- 
inenta of a technical nature, bearing on 
the nature and pei'sonnelof the I'rovinee 
newspaper. It was stated tliat the 
Province l^iraited Liability and the 
Province Printing & Publishing Com- 
pany were two entirely separate con-

cents, and in ret^ard. to this "double 
barrelled atTair," aa Miv' Cassidy termed 
it, the only witness examined as to its 
managers or proprietora, ate., claimed to 
know practically nothing. The evidence 
relating to the registration of the com- 
pany or companiea was ruled out, and 
caused additional coinplicatioPR. 

Mr. IMartin made IhiniiH lively for the 
spectators during the afiernoon by his 
croaa-lirinii and iuterruptiona. 

Mr. Arthur Davey, the (iiat witneaa 
being aworn idcntilieii a copy of tho 
Province of lllh inat., which liehad pi:r- 
ohaaed on the Kith instant from Mr. (V. 
Wheeler, in the oflice of the Province. 
Mr. Wheeler was nmployed at that time 
by the Proviuce Publishing Oonipany. 



Witness waa acquainted with the defend- 
ant Coltart, but did not know hia occu- 
pation. Defendant carried on business 

at the Province building. Witness had 
seen what jmrported to be defendant's 
aigiiaturtj on letters ])urported to have 
come from him. 

Jlr. Cassidy then endeavored to show 
that a certain letter had been received 
by Mr. Coltart — that a reply to this let- 
ter liad been duly received. Hia Honor 
ruled that he could not re(;eivo 
this evidence. Mr. Cassidy then 
took another mode of making 
his ])oint. In anawer to his question 
witness aaid there had heen a number 
of transactions between Mr. Coltart and 
Mr, Cassidy 'a otiice. These transac- 
tions involved getting letters from him. 

Mr. Martin ojected to thip, and at- 
tempted to show that plaintifld' solicitor 
waa endeavoring to prove the idoutilica- 
tion of defendant's signature, and that 
he was actually crosa-e.xamining the 
witneaa. 

His Honor ruled that witness had said 
he did not know defendant's signature, 
and cjnee(]uently the matter ahould eiui 
there. The identification of dclendant'a 
sigiiiiture. therefore, shouUl be made by 
someone else who knew it. 

Witness did not know of big own 
knowledge what dutiea Mr. Coltart had 
in connection with the Proviuce nowa- 
paper. In fact he did not know that lie 
waa in any way connected with tlio pa- 
per. 

Cross-examined, witness said he had 
markfcil tlio ))aper for the purpose of 
identification the day he purchased it. 
He could not tell what time in tbe day 
he had put the mark on. 

Arthur Wheeler, clerk in tbe office of 
the Province Publishing Company, waa 
then examined. To Mr. Cassidy witneea 
stated that he waa aaaistant of the fore- 
iiian of the Province Publishing Com- 
pany. Tills company does not publish 
tlie Province newspaper. Mr. Martin 
ohjected to the prosecution (lueationini; 
this witness, being from another iiiati- 
tution,aH to wlio publiahedlhe Province. 

To further qiieationing by .Mr. Cassidy 
witness stated that lie eometin.ea saw 
the paper in course of production in 
the building in which he worked. Wit- 
ness sometimes sold papers from that 
oflice, but did not know who the editor 
of the paper is. 

"Mr. Waller Nichol," he said, " ia 
known as acting editor around there, be- 
cause he occupies the editor's room and 
works there." 

Mr. Martin pointed out that the charge 
to be tried is that Mr. Coltart published 
the paper, consequeiuly the evidence re- 
liilin'„' to Mr. Nichol waa irrelevant. 
WUiieaa would not awear that editorials 
caiiu; out of the editor 'a room. He never 
saw any written jiapera cuine out of the 
room. Mr. Coltart is e>Ti:i etury of "Ttie 
l';ovnice, Limited j^ialiilit y," llioiiiali- 
iiition which pnbliehed the jiapcr called 
"The Province." He could not say 
whether defendant was a director of tlie 
company, aa he did not know any of the 
directors. 

Mr. Cassidy then endeavored to draw 
from the witness who among the direcl- 
ora, namini; them, waa the greateat in 
control. Witness inaiated that lie did 
not know who is the manafier of " The 
I'lovince, Limited Liability," as he 
worked on the othar concern. He 
emiiuerated the duties of Mr. Coltart, 
Htatiiig that ho dictated letters for the 
coinpany which [jiibliidied the pajier. 
ilia blither diUicB he did not know. 

iMr. .Martin, at tlii.s jiiiictuic, ohjected 
to Mr. Cassidy croet^-exaniiiiing tlie 
witiie.'ja, and said if ho had Ijeen in I'hig- 
laiid (he action would iinv'cr havi? been 
permilled to go HO far. Mr. Cahsid}' re- 
lortiil that ill Ihigland they were jioa 
Hibly nut so clever with their doulile 
harielled companies. (liaughter.l 

Witneaa heinu further ijueHlioncd 
stated that he did not know that there 
was any jierson superior to defendant in 
the management of "The Provinci 
I. iiiiited Liability." He did not know 
that defendant waa manager. 

Mr. Wootton, regiatrar of joint stock 
c )inpanie8 in the province, stated that 
• The Province Ltmited Liability " is 
registered as an incorporated company. 
1 1 waa admitted by defendant's counsel 
that "The Province" nowapaper ia iiuh- 
lished by this company. Mr. Martin 
objected to witness stating who the di- 
rectors of the company were as regis- 
tered. 

Croaa firing fast and furioiir; follo wed, 
and after a lengthy diEinisBion iSIr. Mar- 
tin, acting upon a reipiest of His Honor, 
stated that ho objected to the evidence 
aa to the directors of the company on 
the groiinda that, the copy of the docu- 
ment in (|iieslion had not been even cer- 
tified to, and that there ia no proof of its 
vtilidily. 

It being thpn five o'clock, it was de- 
cided to adjonrn the bearing of the case 
uiuil two o'clock this afternoon.

San Francisco Vessel Comes to 
Grief on Her Way With a 
Yakou Party. 



Troubled Career of the Stranded 
Cleveland "—Notea o.f the 
Waterfrout. 



The Btcaraer Capilano, ^yhich liaa ar- 
rived at Vancouver from tlio halibut, 
banka with I!;!, 000 pounds of halibut for 
tho New KniilanJ Fieh Cotiipauy, re- 
ports that auother AlasKaii liuer has 
come to grief, the steamer Santa Oruz of 
the Paciiic Const Company, having sot 
aahore on Wednesday last about 10 
miles south of Bella Hella. Tho steamer 
was en route to Alaska, and had a niini- 
ber ot paasengera as well as a lieuvy uaryo. 
Captain Nicholaon, of the Santa Crnz, 
refused the oiler of aa.'iiatance o[ the 
Captain of the Ca])iliuio, statint; tiiat 
heexpei;ted tlio steamer Georye \V. VA- 
(ier, of the Paciiic Coast line, would pass 
on her way down from Alaska in a few 
days, and by transferrine the Santa 
Cruz's cargo, she would probably float oil". 
6lie 18 aground on a sandy bench and is 
reported to bo lying easily and in no 
immediate dan|2er. Tbo passengers are 
encamped on shore and the crew are 
getting! everything ready for an attempt 
to float the veaael when the Elder ar- 
rives.

" The steamer Cleveland, now lying a 
wreck at Lyall Point, Barclay Sound, 
was not favored by marine underwriters, " 
saya the San Francisco Examiner. "Her 
age was against her and she was con- 
sidered cranky. She carried about $(i,O0O 
inanrance on the hull and between $10,- 
000 and $12,000 on the cargo. Of the 
latter insurance the Firemaa^a Fund had 
about one-half, the other half being 
placed in Bmall sums with BeverEd 
agencies. The marine records ahow that 
the Cleveland was built in 1805, and un- 
der the name of tho Sirius was in tho 
passenger service between Halifax and 
iJueenHtown on the Atlantic. She was 
subseii uently sold to an Knglieh shipping 
lirm and was used aa a freight boat, 
when she became tho .Scandinavian. .Slie 
tooU a cargo o! coal from England to 
Mexieo, got into trouble with the cub- 
tonis officers, was sold to F. 15. Oliver, of 
this city, and was ttien renuiiied the 
Sirius. Charles Nelson snbsKjueutly 
bought the ship and called her tbo 
Kahului, under which name she niaile 
several trips to tlie Hawaiian islands. 
She carried coal from Nanaimo for a 
time, and on one of those trips went 
ashore on Trial island, olT Victoria bar- 
bor. She wae not auppoaed to be worth 
the expected cost of saving her then, 
and the captain waa diacnsaing the a<l- 
vienbilityof abandoniog the ship when 
through the action of the current she 
was carried round and worked off the 
rock with little actual damage and with 



no aasiatance from the craft standicg by 
in expectation of salvage. i < 

She was finally put under the Ameri- 
can flag, chartered by the JTorth Ameri- 
can Transportation and Trading Com- 
pany, and as the Cleveland made several 
trip's to St. Michael's. A noteworthy in- 
cident occurred in tho career of tho 
Cleveland in 1891, when she had Britiflh 
register and was called the Scandina- 
vian. She sailed from San FranciEco for 
a Mexican port, and when she left tho 
latter she failed to secure proper clear- 
ance papers. She went from Blexico to 
Iquiqui, Chili. At that time civil war 
was in progress inChili between the gov- 
ernment forces, under President Baltna- 
ceda and the Congressional party. 
I<iui(iui waa the headiiuartera of 
tho revolutionists, and it was there 
that the steamer Itata was sur- 
rendered to the United States naval 
authorities after she had escaped from 
the customs authorities at Si'.n Diego 
and had been chased 4,000 miles by the 
cruiser Cbarlestou, It was about tho 
time of tho Itata incident that the Cleve- 
land— at that time the Scandinavia — ar- 
rived in Iquiijui. The revolutionists 
were auspicious of every veaael that en- 
tered the harbor. When they found 
that the Scandinavia's papers were not 
in proper shajvo they seized her and de- 
tained her for eoiue time, until the Brit- 
ish authorities intervened and tho fact 
was established that her misBioa was 
not against tho interests of the revolu- 
tioulBtB. 

IN VICTORIA HAHBOR, 

Quiet prevailed along tho waterfront 
yesterday, there being little movement 
other than that resulting through the 
arrival of regular boats. The Sadie got 
back from ObemainuB, having taken a 
crew to the lumber laden ship Colusa, 
now waiting to sail for iMelbourne, N. S, 
W.; and about the only other happen- 
IDRS of tho day with small craft were the 
departure of the Constance for De|)ar- 
ture Bay towing the barkentine Wrestler 
and the sailing of the steamer Clayorpiot 
on her inaugural trip to the islands of the 
Gulf. Tho Clayo()UOt carried little 
freight and no passengero, her run being 
simply out of inquiry as to the feasibil- 
ity of the islands route from a business 
standpoint. The Wrestler will discharge 
the balance of her cargo of nitre, brought 
from South America, at the Hamilton 
Powder Companv's works, Departure 
Bay.

There was a big gathering at Nanaimo 
yesterday morning aa the gold seekers 
took the train for Victoria, and Mrs. 
Davison was presented by tho St. 
Andrew's Presbyterian choir, of which 
ahe has been leader, with an opal and 
diamond ring. 

" Opals are supposed to be unlucky," 
said Mrs, Davison, " but the opal is my 
birthday jewel, ao I am quite sure I will 
not have ill-luck." 

Tho lady looks on tho adventurous 
trip without fear, and seems (|uite sure 
she will accomplish tho arduous journey 
succesefully. Tho Buijplies the party 
are taking up with them on the Corona 
amount to twenty-five tons in all, and 
their personal outlits, include furs, 
sleeping bags and other comforts. With 
tho exception of the fare, which were 
secured from Charles Stevenson, of Na- 
naimo, the party were outUtted by 
Simon Leiser & Co., of Victoria, and in 
mentioning the outfit the party express- 
ed themselvea as very bi)ihly delighted 
with the completeneaa, promptness and 
courtesy with which the lirm had treat- 
ed them. Everything was put up in 
strong packages of the moat convenient 
Bi;;o for packing, and the various articles, 
from Jeasicated potatoes to dour, were of 
the best (luality. 

Two horses are being taken up on the 
Corona by the party, and then they will 
pack to Lake Bennett, build boats and 
go nn with the breaking of the ice in the 
spring.
